Badly Injured and stunned by a fall after a drop of 25 feet and (hen on to

Offers to Evacuate Disputed Territory 
Pending a Settlement. 
Rio Janiero, May 19.—Thq strain on 
the relations between Brazil and Peru 
is relaxing. 
The Peruvian minister 
presented a conciliatory reply to th* 
Brazilian demand for the evacuation 
of the disputed territory, saying that 
the Peruvian government is ready tcf 
discuss ownership and to evacuate 
pending a settlement. 
Washington, May IO.—The Assoc! 
ated Press is furnished by the Bhisti 
tan charge his legation’s final rejoin­ 
der to the Peruvian legation regard­ 
ing the Acre dispute. The rejoinder of 
Brazil reaeserts that Peru, when ahs 
adopted by the treaty of 1861 tho 
principle of Ut! Possidetis, recognized 
the right of Brazil to the territories 
in the Alto Yuma and Alto Purus 
Furthermore, Peru recognized Brazil’s 
rights by the treaty of 1851 when It 
wa* explicitly stipulated 
that 
the 
boundary line should 
not go any 
further in the south than the river 
Yavary. The statement then says: 
"Notwithstanding this, Brazil, sot 
lag in a fair and friendly spirit, al­ 
ways has been disposed to admit and 
reserve the claim of Peru, especially 
in a very formal way, in the treaty of 
Petropolls of November last, settling 
our dispute with Bolivia. 
But be­ 
tween allowing the claim and recog; 
nising a right there is great differ­ 
ence. The admission of the claim ii 
on the part of Brazil a proof of good 
will, but It does not preclude the as 
sertion of her right recognized by 
Peru, and still less does it imply any 
recognition of light in behalf of Peru. 
"Going still further, Brazil, doing 
honor to her traditions and the pre­ 
scription of her constitution, has al­ 
ways shown her readiness to submit 
the dispute to arbitration on two ele­ 
mentary and usual conditions: 
The 
presentation 
for 
discussion of the 
titles on which Peru bases her olalm, 
in order to seek first a direct agree 
ment, and the evacuation of the berri 
tory unlawfully occupied hr Peru. 
There is, therefore, no exaction on th# 
part of Brasil.”

more than the dry bed of the river. 
It is a low, sandy plain, only a few 
feet above the level of the water and 
without shrubbery or cover except on 
its southern half. 
Infantry lay with stacked arms 
across the island, awaiting their work. 
The soldiers were spread out in their 
black lines three miles long, from a 
pqint on the island opposite the vil­ 
lage of Chiu-Llen-Cheng on the west 
to a point opposite the extremity of 
the Tiger'* head on the east. The db 
vision of the Imperial guards occu­ 
pied the center of the line, another 
division was on the west and a third 
on the east of the line. 
The Tiger’s head forms a peninsula 
projecting into the river almost par­ 
allel to th* south bank. The Japan­ 
ese division which executed the flank­ 
ing movement from upstream yester­ 
day, with almost it* full force present 
was now on the sands north. 
Four 
field batterie* were behind the In­ 
fantry on its extreme flank, concealed 
by the shrubbery. 
Artillery Opena on Russians. 
Two batteries began the action by 
throwing shells to the Manchurian 
side of the river for half an hour, 
while the sun was rising. They 
sprinkled with shells the embanit- 
ments whence the Russian guns had 
no 
response to their Are was forthcom­ 
ing, and It looked as if the Russians 
had removed their batteries during 
the night. 


8 oon after 7 o’clock the Japanese 
began to advance. The distance from 
the Korean to the Manchurian bank 
of the Yalu is about two miles. The 
Japanese troops spread out in extend­ 
ed formation as they went forward. 
When they were a few hundred yards 
from the hills on the Manchurian side 
they threw themselves prone on tho 
ground and began volleying. 
In the 
meantime 
the 
Japanese 
batteries 
searched the hills with shrapnel 
The Russians now could be seen at 
Intervals where the road was exposed, 
hurrying in small squads along the 
hills. These exposed stretches of the 
road made fine targets for the Japan­ 
ese gunners. 
A fierce fire was con 
centrated on one open space, half the 
shrapnel thrown bursting over a smell 
area with wonderful precision. There 
was a perfect shower of puffs of white 
smoke at this place and the observ­ 
ers could see the work of an occa­ 
sional shell as it dug a great hole in 
the earth and scattered quantities of 
rock. 
Battle Begins In earnest. 
Still the Russians remained silent 
There was no answering fire from 
them until the first Japanese line was 
within a few hundred yards of th 3 
river bank. Then sharp volleys burs* 
almost simultaneously from several 
trenches and the attacking Japanese 
fo'ind themselves under a heavy aal 
continuous fire at easy range from 
covered positions high above them. 
They lay behind the sand hillocks re 
plying bravely and hotly to the fire, 
while their 
own 
batteries pumped 
shells over their heads 
The Japanese officers sat on their 
horses or walked along the lines 
They were In no way sheltered nor 
protected. 
A few stretcher bearers 
coming back to the field hospital in­ 
dicated that men were being wounded. 
The Russian smokeless powder was 
excellent. Its use made it Imposslhlr 
for the Japanese to discover the ex­ 
act position* of the enemy or to esti­ 
mate their numbers. 
Soon after 8 o'clock 


rear. 
Russian Fortress Captured. 
The smoke of the rifle firing soon 
passed on over the hills as the Jap­ 
anese pursued the retreating enemy 
One column of weary soldiers, who 
had been almost two days without 
rest, was trudging down the river 
toward Antung, where the Japanese 
gunboats were shelling the Russian 
work*. 
At 9 o'clock a solitary soldier, 
climbing ahead of his comrades, un­ 
furled a huge Japanese flag on the 
face of the topmost Russian fort, on a 
ridge a thousand feet above the plain. 
He'marched back and forth along the 
parapet, waving the 
for the first time the 
walls of Wiju broke the impassive 
silence with which they had watched 
the battle and shouted “Banzai." Al­ 
ready foot soldiers, batteries and pack 
trains were streaming onto the Island 
by every road. and tonight the entire 
Japanese army will be in Manchuria, 
Official estimates of the Japanese 
casualties are not given out, but the 
correspondent saw 300 Japanese and 
70 Russian wounded in one field bos-1 
pita!.

STILL RETREATING. 
Russians Fall Back Before Advance 
of Gen. Kuroki's Army. 
London, May IO.—The Toklo cor­ 
respondent of the Daily Chronic!? 
says that 15,000 Russians are retiring 
from Newchwang to Liao Yang. Tho 
correspondent also says that Chinese 
bandits have destroyed the road to 
Tashi-Ghia and to HaiCheng. (Tashi- 
Chia is the Junction for the New­ 
chwang branch of the Port Arthur- 
Mukden line, and Hai-Cheng is further 
north on the main line.) 
The Rus­ 
sians are making a new road. 
The report adds that bandits have 
attacked and cut other parts of tho 
railroad and points out that the cap­ 
ture of Dalny will enable the Japan­ 
ese to cut off Port Arthur’s electrical 
supply.

W lju, May I, via Seoul, May IO.— 
W hen the early m ist drifted from tho 
Yalu river this m orning the Japanesa 
Infantry was disclosed lined up for 
battle on the low, sandy island of 
K intelto, which Is in front of Wiju. 
The walls and tow ers of the city on 
the hill, rising abruptly from the south 
hank of the river, and the nearest of 
the three channels, 
were 
crowded 
with Japanese and Korean spectators 
af the forthcom ing attack. 
KJnteito inlet is hardly anything 
more than the dry bed of the river 
It is a low, sandy plain, only a few 
feet above the level of the w ater and 
w ithout shrubbery or cover except on 
Its southern half. 
Infantry 
lay 
w ith 
stacked 
arm s 
across the island, aw aiting their work. 
T he soldiers were spread out in their 
black lines three miles long, from a 
pqint on the island opposite the vil­ 
lage of Chiu-Lien-Cheng on the w est 
to a point opposite th e extrem ity of 
the T iger’* head on the east. 
The di 
vision of the Im perial guards occu­ 
pied the center of the line, another 
division was on the w est and a third 
on the east of the line. 
The T iger’* head form* a peninsula 
projecting Into the river alm ost par­ 
allel to the south bank. 
The Japan­ 
ese division which executed the flank­ 
ing movement from upstream yester­ 
day, with alm ost its full force present, 
was now on the sands north. 
Four 
field batteries w ere behind the in­ 
fantry on its extrem e flank, concealed 
by the shrubbery. 
Artillery Opens on Russian*. 
Tw o batteries began the action by 
throw ing shells to the M anchurian 
side of the river for half an hour, 
while 
the 
sun 
was 
rising. 
They 
sprinkled w ith Shells 
the 
em bank­ 
m ents whence the R ussian guns had 
been firing for th e p ast week, but no 
response to their fire was forthcom ­ 
ing, and it looked as if the R ussians 
had removed their batteries during 
th e night. 
Soon after 7 o’clock the Japanese 
began to advance. 
The distance from 
the Korean to the M anchurian bank 
of the Yalu is about two miles. 
Tile 
Japanese troops spread out in extend­ 
ed form ation as they w ent forward. 
W hen they were a few hundred yards 
from the hills on the M anchurian side 
they threw them selves prone on tho 
ground and began volleying. 
In the 
m eantim e 
the 
Japanese 
batteries 
searched the hills with shrapnel. 
The Russians now could be seen at 
intervals where the road was exposed, 
hurrying in small squads along the 
hills. These exposed stretches of the 
road made fine targets for the Japan­ 
ese gunners. 
A fierce fire was con­ 
centrated on one open space, half the 
shrapnel thrown bursting over a small 
area with wonderful precision. 
There 
w as a perfect shower of puffs of white 
sm oke at this place and the observ 
ers could see the work of an occa 
sionai ihell as it dug a g reat hole in 
the earth and scattered quantities of 
rock. 
Battle Begins In Earnest. 
Still the Russfans rem ained silent, 
T here was no answ ering fire from 
them until the first Japanese line was 
w ithin a few hundred yards of th3 
river bank. 
Then sharp volleys burs* 
alm ost sim ultaneously from several 
trenches and the attacking Japanese 
foM,nd them selves under a heavy a n i 
continuous fire a t easy range from 
covered positions high above them. 
T hey lay behind the sand hillocks re­ 
plying bravely and hotly to the fire, 
while their 
own 
batteries pumped 
shells over their heads. 
T he Japanese officers sat on their 
horses or walked along 
the 
line.? 
They were in no way sheltered nor 
protected. 
A few stretch er bearers 
coming back to the field hospital in 
dicated th at mea were being wounded. 
T he Russian sm okeless powder was 
excellent. 
Its use made it impossible 
for the Japanese to discover the ex­ 
act positions of the enemy or to esti­ 
m ate their numbers. 
Soon after 8 o’clock the Russian 
fire was largely, silenced by the com­ 
bined artillery and infantry attack o! 
the Japanese and parties of the ene­ 
my’s troops could be seen hurrying 
upward over the m ountain roads in 
retreat. 
Killed by Their Own Cannon. 
Two regim ents 
of 
the 
Japanese 
troops, one directly 
opposite Wlju 
and another near a village on the 
w est, ran to the river, stopping to fire 
now and then as they progressed a n i 
giving shrill cheers as they hurried 
forward, which echoed clear over th* 
plain. 
Their form ation was closer 
than th at kept by B ritish or American 
troops and it looked as though their 
losses m ust be great. 
They waded 


climbed up the steep, rocky hillside 
like a swarm of ants, their red and 
yellow cap bands gleam ing in the sun 
One Japanese soldier in one of theau 
regim ents 
carried 
som ething whit* 
with him. 
This 
was 
seen and it 
caused a shout to go up that the Kus 
Bialis 
had 
surrendered. 
But upon 
reaching the top of the first Russian 
trench, a hundred yards up the hill 
side, this man shook out a Japanese 
flag and waved it to and fro. A storm ­ 
ing party on the west side of the ad­ 
vance mounted a hill com m anding th 1 
R ussian 
retreat. 
Ju st as the men 
were bunched thickly on the crest of 
this hill two Japanese shells burst 
among them . 
They had fallen short. 
W hen the smoke had cleared away 
a dozen bodies could be seen lying 
w here the shells had exploded, and 
the rem ainder of the storm ing p a r:/ 
w ere clam bering down the hill to es­ 
cape this unexpected fire from their 
rear. 
Russian Fortress Captured. 
The smoke of the rifle firing soon 
passed on over the hills as the Ja p ­ 
anese pursued tho retreating enemy 
Ono column of weary soldiers, who 
had been alm ost two days w ithout 
rest, was trudging down tho river 
toward Antling, where the Japanese 
gunboats w ere shelling tho Russian 
works. 
At 
9 
o’clock 
a 
solitary 
soldier 
clim bing ahead of his com rades, un 
furled a huge Japanese flag on the 
face of the topvnost Russian fort, on 
ridge a thousand feet above the plain 
He m arched back and forth along th 
parapet, waving the banner and then 
for the first time the Japanese on th 
walls of W lju broke the lmpassivo 
silence w ith which they had watch-1 
the battle and shouted “Banzai.” 
Al 
ready foot soldiers, batteries and pack 
train s w ere stream ing onto the Island 
by every road, and tonight the entir 
Japanese arm y will be in M anchuria 
Official estim ates of the Japanes 
casualties are not given out, but the 
correspondent saw 300 Japanese anil 
70 Russian wounded in one field hog 
pita!.

Atone Gap; shortly before dark Sun 
day evening and a party, carrying 
lanterns to ald them in their journey

They arrived shortly after 
l l o’clock and 
at 
once stretching 
ropes around the body, placed a guard. 
As to the amount of the reward, it 
Is generally believed that the man 
discovering 
the body will receive

This amount was offered by 
tbe Virginia Iron and Coal company 
aa a substitute for a similar amount 
ai first offered by the Wentz family. 
As no examination of th e -body has 
been made, little so far has been 
learned aa to the cause of his death. 
All seem to agree that he was shot, 
hut whether it was suicide or murder 
la the Question.

are found through the coat and vest 
Just below the ribs on the left side. 
The place In which the body lies 
has been recently burned off by forest 
Gres and th e dead man’s hair and 
clothing ta scorched.

lying about SO feet from th e 'mountain 
path and la now easily seen for a hun­ 
dred feet Last fall when the search­ 
ing party was there the spot was hid­ 
den by undergrowth and leaves. The 
color of the clothing is so much like 
that of the logs upon which the head 
rests that the searchers failed to find 
Wentz last fall, though they passed 
within 20 feel of him. 
Numbers of 
men recently have passed near the 
spot without discovering the body, 
though from all appearances It hat 
lain here all the time. 
Hundreds of 
people visited the spot last night and 
today.
